The Lagging Law j' 

A RULING HANDED down In King County Superior ( 
Court that persons living near the Scattle-Tai-oma 
International Airport may sue for damageti for the 
taking of “air easements" by jet planes over their 
properties Is of more than passing interest, in this 
country as well as in the United States. 

Whether or not the residents of the airport neigh¬ 
borhood who intend to file claims will succeed in their 
lawsuits remains of course to he seen. But in any 
event, conflict between public and private interest, 
growing with the number and speed of aircraft, will 
be the more clearly demonstrated, and Ihe need for 
new laws to suit the changing times more apparent. 

It may be that in all justice, when an airport la 
CBtablished or when Its circle of operations under a 
given height Is widened by new developments, owners 
in the vicinity should be publicly compensated to the 
d^ree that their property can be shown to be de¬ 
valued. Certainly if Ihe supersonic commercial alr- 
mft of coming years leave traila of broken windows 
and cracked plaater along portions of their routes, the 
victims should not suffer the loas without remedy. 

In other aapects of aviation, too the law lags 
behind postwar advances. The legal committee of 
the International Civil Aviation Organlzatloivhas only 
now drafted a convention (or handling of crimes com¬ 
mitted on flights between countries, which is at least 
a year from international approval. 

Past the advent of the space age. the law should 
be catching up at least with the subaonic jets.

Yesterday we were discussing the 
culture of the Chinese Sacred Lily In 
ornamental bowls -of pebbles and 
water. There are two Mg advantages 
in this form of culture; one Is the 
speed with which the bulbs can be 
brought into Moom, for bulbs ataiied 
before the end of this month can 
provide fresh, living flowers to grace 
Ihe Christmas dinner table. 

The other advanuge is no long 
period of cold darkness it required. 
Thu it absoluirly necessary when 
growing potted hyacinths, tulips and 
daitodll.s. and this rules out auto¬ 
matically the grower who lives lii a 
single room or apartment. And. as a 
Tnarfer of fact, it Jsn't too ea.sy to 
find a cold enough storage place In 
the basement of a modern furnace- 
heated home. Kor such folk. It Is bet 
ter to Stick to the very few kinds of 
bulbs adiich can be grown successfully 
without a cool start, and in pebbles 
tnd water instead of soil.
